At a senior assembly which was 
held at 3 p. m.

Dean Cooper, the 
speaker of the meeting, said. "The 
question confronting each senior 
this year is how to get into a place 
and get a start. The most impor- 
tant thing to consider is: Does 
this opening offer me a chance to 
work Into something worthwhile in 
the future? 

"It is necessary for each student 
to make a decision as to whether 
he wishes to go into professional 
work or enter the field of practi- 
cal work. In the meantime while 
you are bridging the gap between 
the time of graduation and the be- 
ginning of a Job, there are several 
things which should be done: 

"Polish up your English. Read 
some good books. Renew your ac- 
quaintance with some of the tech- 
nical subjects which may have been 
passed over rather hurriedly. Fit 
yourself into the home in a happy 
sort of way. Learn how to start 
things in a small way and then do 
them satisfactorily. Put yourself 
in the way of opportunity so that 
when there Is an opening you will 
be there to take advantage of It."

Penalties for students break- 
ing the regulations of campus park- 
ing and drinking at University 
functions ere passed y 

Those penalties are: for drinking 
at University functions: first of- 
fense, social privileges removed for 
one month; second offense, social 
privileges removed for remainder of 
semester: third offense, suspension. 
Penalties for violation of campus 
parking regulations are: first of- 
ense. student not allowed to bring 
car on campus for a period of two 
weeks; second offense, same fine 
for a period of one month; third 
offense, same as first and second 
with the period of one month; 
fourth offense, suspension from 
school.

As the W1W 
cats left the car one by one, cheer> 
rent the usual sombre silence o( 
downtown Lexington, cheers not 
heard since that night, 13 years ago 
when another Wildcat band return- 
ed with the first championship 
ever awarded in the old Southern 
conference. 

After the greeting in the Union 
station a triumphant procession was 
formed which paraded through MMr 
downtown district to the strains it 
martial music by the band.

Representative Talks Inform 
ally on Early Life and Pref- 
ers His Views on Causes 

J. O. Bcrugham, sole representa- 
tive of Nevada in Congress, ad- 
dressed the Engineers in assembly 
at 10 a. m.

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KENTUCKY'S HEROS 

Kentucky, from the time it was 
admitted to the Union as a state in 
1792, has always given more than 
its quota of fighting men to the 
History tells us. writers have 
the fact, that soldiers 
of the Blue Orass commonwealth 
have ever been more than ordinary 
men of bravery and valor Books 
have been replete with the courage 
of Kentucky's back-woodsmen in 
the Wat- for Independence and the 
War of 1812 with England, and 
equally abounding in stories of the 
deeds of Kentucky men in the 
Mexican War, the War Between the 
States, the Spanish-American con- 
flict, and the World War 

The battlefield where human life 
is the sacrifice for national honor 
produces one kind of fighter, and 
the athletic battlefield where the 
sacrifice is almost as great for in- 
stitutional honor produces another 
who is none the less courageous, 
none the less valiant. The latter 
warrior is the Kentucky Wildcat. 

For the first time since 1921 when 
the gallant Wildcats defeated all 
, in the 8. I. A. A. tourna- 
•t Atlanta, the University has 
won a conference championship In 
the years between we have sent 
teams to Atlanta, some favored to 
win. some who had no chance at 
all. But every representative which 
emanated from Kentucky was one 
ol courage and heroism. Something 
always came in the way to keep the 
Blue and White from another title 
Call It what one may. it was not 
lack of fight or endeavor. 

But the 1932-33 edition of Wild- 
cats was a different aggregation. 
It possessed that certain something 
besides courage and ability which 
produces a champion Under the 
able guidance of their coach, the 
Wildcats swept through their regu- 
lar Southeastern Conference sched- 
ule without a defeat and entered 
the first annual tournament a 
Other Kentuckv 
to Atlanta the pub- 
toe.

The assumption that college 
training does not limit itself to mere 
pursuit of higher academic subjects 
has been approved by popular opin- 
ion. Just what qualities constitute 
a well-rounded college career has 
been a matter of conjecture, but It 
is generally agreed that courtesy, 
promptness, and neatness are requi- 
sites which every college graduate 
should possess.

He was overcome by escaping gas 
In a 8an Francisco, Cal., rooming 
house when discovered by his room- 
mate. Rushed to a hospital, he was 
thought dead. Thirty seconds after 
a physician Injected methylene blue 
Urias opened his eyes and shouted 
for help. 

Mr3. M. M. Brooks, University of 
California biological research ex- 
pert discovered the resuscitating 
effects of the common dye on ani- 
mals overcome by poisoning. After 
experimenting further she recom- 
mended use of methylene blue in 
treating people.

tentiary," was the dramatic state- 
ment made by Jimmy Dale, ex- 
convlet, In a speech made to the 
Oraduate school of Southern Cali- 
fornia. "More than 65 per cent of 
the criminals In state prisons are 
boys who have come from reform 
schools." 

Instrumental himself in removing 
such harsh measures as the vinegar 
paddles from reform schools in 
California, Dale suggests that kind- 
er treatment and better training of 
boys in reform schools might de- 
velop them into better citizens in- 
stead of into criminals. 

The "skid road" or pool hall dis- 
trict in every big city Is the har- 
binger of a large number of young 
criminals, according to Mr. Dale. 
Broke, and too proud to write home 
for money, the country lads who 
drift Into the city are the prey of 
notorious criminals who hire the 
youngsters and give them a com- 
mission of 50 per cent If the "deal" 
goes over. But If it doesn't they 
go away to Jail and that's the be- 
ginning of a vicious circle. 

Under the present system the 
state penitentiary is a poltlcal plum, 
and the offices excepting only the 
captain of the guards, depend on 
the party in power. Mr. Dale sug- 
gests that two wardens 
the usual one who Is " 
would be advisable.

feet high. It will have a main sail 
and jib and will be able to carry 
about 250 feet of sail. Dr. Stewart 
began working on his boat during 
Christmas vacation and is building 
it without any assistance. He has 
rigged up a long tin pipe which he 
fills wth water and heats with gas 
burners until steam is generated. 
A rubber inner tube Is placed on 
the end of the pipe and the boat 
rib, one end of which Is clamped to 
the frame of the boat, is put In the 
tube. When the rib gets hot, he 
quickly Jerks off the tube and 
clamps it to the rib of the boat. 

Dr. Stewart is building the boat 
entirely of oak and tide water red 
cyprus. He is riveting all the nails 
and it will be necessary to fill 4,000 
nail holes with wood plugs. It is 
an extremely flat bottomed boat. 

So far he has not decided what 
he is going to name it, but he is 
hoping to be able to break some- 
thing over the brow when It is 
launched. 

Dr. Stewart expects to finish it 
the latter part of July, and take it 
on a trailer to Lake James in 
northern Indiana, where he will 
"see 111 t will sail."
